"Why should they?" was the 


ther's question. 


"Because lie has done a great deed,' 


was the reply. 
Others who overheard the conversa 


tion wondered too, what 
the future 


might have in store for Charles Lind 
bergh. He is only twenty-five and the 
constitution of tho United States re- 
quires that presidents shall be at least 
thiry-five years old. So the qucstior 
really is, what have the next ten year: 
in store for Lindbergh and is fame 
everlasting or ephemeral? Certainly 
the fever of excitement and enthusi 
asm is such that if Lindbergh were 
ten years older and received such pop 
ular"acclaim he would be discussed po 
litically just as have other national 
heroes in the past. 


HAS TWO ESSENTIALS 


So far as common sense and gooo 


taste are concerned, young Lindbergh 
has the two fundamentals which al- 
ways have appealed to the imagination 
of the American people in selecting 
their chief executive. He lias a good 
education and a firmness of purpose 
which would make it possible for him 
to study government as well as avia- 
tion. It is quite possible that he might 
be urged to run for the house of rep- 
resentatives as the age -qualification 
is only twenty-five. For the -senate 
he would have to be thirty. If he went 
to the house of representatives 
he 


would be following in the footsteps of 
his father. As for the political views 
of his parent, however, the latter was 
known-as a radical and was one of the 
men who staunchly 
voted against 


American entry into the war—an act 
which at the time probably required a 
good deal more courage than to go 
with the crowd psychology in favor of 
war. 
Young Lindbergh's thoughts today 


are away from politics but if he sin- 
cerely believed that his presence in the 
house of representatives might aid the 
cause of avtation. then it is conceiv- 
able that the matter eventually would 
be given thought. His primary inter- 
ests are in aviation. 
In his brief 


speech here he made no refeiencc to 
himself but to the possibilities of avia- 
tion. It is this in which he has become 
in 3 sense a true leader. He has ac- 
complished already what many hun- 
dreds have tried to do in the last 
twenty years, namely, to awaken the 
nation to the possibilities of aviation 
both for national defense and commer- 
cial uses. 


POLITICAL FUTURE 


The welcome given Lindbergh is so 


astounding that it is natural for pol!- 
cal Washington to be wondering if 
there is a political future ahead for the 
young aviator. Certainly the recep- 
tion given him differs from that ever 
accorded any living man for it is giv- 
en by persons of all political parties 
It is as nearly a unanimous expres- 
sion of approval as ever has been ex- 
tended to a single individual. 


Doos fame last? It depends on the 


behavior of tho hero. But in politics 
a. reputation gained in youth frequent- 
ly remains for many years afterward. 
Men who made splendid war records 
ten years ago now arc coming; into 
their own in politics. The boys and 
girls who applaud Lindbergh 
today 


will ten years hence constitute the 
.bulk of the- voting population. Lind- 
bergh is their licro—the generation of 
tomorrow holds his political future in 
tiieir custody.

The speed is increased pro- 
portionately, in the various cases of 
town driving. 


The portion of the law relating to 


tiie speed of motor vehicles m busi- 
ness, districts, public 
grounds, neai 


hospitals and schools, rounding curves 
going down hills and crossing intersec- 
tions is stricken out by the bill, whicl 
t,ets the following legal speeds: 


NEW SPEED LIMITS 


Fifteen miles an hour while passing 


a school during recess or while chil- 
dren arc playing in the yard or enter- 
ing or leaving the school. 


The same- speed when approaching 


or traversing a portion of street or 
highway where the driver's view is ob- 
structed for 50 feet ahead, or when he 
does not have "clear and uninterrupt- 
ed view of an intersection and ot traf- 
fic upon all highways entering such in- 
tersection for a distance of two hun- 
dred feet." 


Fifteen miles an hour 
traversing 


curves or a grade where the view is 
obstructed for a hundred feet ahcaj 


Twenty miles an hour in business 


districts when trafSc is controlled by 
officers,-or stop-and-go signals. 


Fifteen miles an hour in all other 


business districts. 


Twenty miles an hour in residence 


districts and parks,' unless local au- 
thorities fix a lower rate.

American flags, in fact, have had a 


little of about every color there is. 
They have borne rattlesnakes, pme 
trees, and mottoes m Latin that most 
good citizens today would be unable 
to interpret. 


And though the Stars and Stripes 


are officially 150 years old on June 14, 
1527, 
historians of the flag are com- 


ing more and more to the conclusion 
that while the stars are 150 years old 
on this date, the stripes go back to 
about 1705, or earlier- and that they 
are Dutch stripes which came into 
American ports on East India Com- 
pany merchantmen. 


The stock tale that has been hand- 


ed down to school children for gen- 
erations is that George Washington 
went to Betsy Ross and asked her to 
make a flag, and she did, and Con- 
gress approved it June 14. 1777, and 
that's how Old Glory was born. 


MORE TO THE STOET 


It is a pretty story and It is not 


without foundation, but behiud the 
events that took place In the back 
room of Mrs. Elizabeth Ross' house 
in Arch street, Philadelphia, there is 
a history of tho the flag that to most 
people is new. 


From about 1705 on, Dutch mer- 


chantmen had been seen in New York 
harbor fying their flag of thirteen red 
and wh,te stripes, with a red cross 
in a white field in the upper left cor- 
ner. 


In 1776 there was flown In Virginia 


a flag of thirteen red and 
white 


stripes. From the lower right to the 
upper left. hand corners wriggled a 
rattlesnake.1 In the white stripe next 
to the bottom v.-as the 
command, 


"Don't Tread on Me." 


When George Washington went to 


Boston to take command of the Colo- 
nial forces, he was accompanied by 
Philadelphia 
troops who carried a 


flag of 13 blue and white stripes. 


In January. 1776. Washington saw 


raised over his headquarters in Cam- 
bridge, Mass- 
white stripes. 
field and white stars, however, were 
the crosses of St. George and St. 
Andrew of England. 


HAD FOUR PREDECESSORS 


From this it can be seen that there 


were in America at least four flags 
with 13 stripes before the Betsy Ross 
flag appeared in 1777. From this, al- 
so, it can be seen that the fact that 
there were 13 colonies, one for each 
stripe in the flag, was pretty largely 
a matter of coincidence. 


It was in May, 1777, that the Con- 


tinental 
Congress appointed 
George 


Washington, Robert Morris and Col. 


a flag of 13 red and 
In place of the blue 


George Ross to plan a flag for all the 
colonies. 


Col. 
Ross picked out the maker of 


the first Stars and Stripes. She was 
a niece of his by marriage, 25 years 


old, a Quaker, beautiful and a widow. 
She was struggling along trying to 
make both ends meet by running the 
upholstery shop that had been willed 
to her. 


It is generally supposed that George 


Washington drew the rough sketch 
for the first Stars and Stripes. Where 
he got the idea for the stripes is not 
hard to see. Where he got the idea 
for the stars is not definitely known, 
and perhaps never will be. 


USED FIVT-POIXTED STARS 
It is legend, but not history, that 


Washington 
suggested 
six-pointed 


stars, because they were easier to 
make, but that Mrs. Ross showed him 
how easy it 
pattern, and

so the 


cut a five-star 
flag was made 


with five-pointed stars. 


It was three weeks after Mrs. Ross 


received her order that Congress ap- 
proved the flag she had made. Later, 
they paid her 14 pounds sterling— 
about $70—to make some more. 


These are but a few of the bits of 


little-known history about the United 
States flag. There are many others. 


ICo two wars in which the United 


States has engaged have' ever been 
fought und* the same flag. 


The Betsy Ross Hag received its 


baptism of fire, at Fort Stanwyx", X. 
Y., Aug. 2, 1777, some six weeks after 
it had been officially adopted, but it 
was little used during the Revolution. 


The war of 1812 was fought under 


a flag of 15 stripes and 15 stars, two 
stripes having been added after the 
admission to statehood of 
Vermont 


and Kentucky. 
These extra stripes 


were removed m 1S18. 


The Mexican 
War of 1S46 
was 


fought under a flag of 29 stars. 


HAD 34 STARS THEN 


The Civil War began under a flag 


of 34 stars and ended under a flag of 
36 stars, West Virginia and Nevada 
having been admitted to statehood 
during the struggle. 


The. 
Spanish-American War 
was 


fought under a flag of 45 stars, and 
the World War under a flag of' 4S 
stars.. 


The flag was first raised at sea by 


John Paul Jones in Portsmouth Har- 
bor July 4, 1777. 


It first went around the world on 


the ship Columbia, jvhich left Boston 
in September, i!7S7, and returned to 
that port in August, 1700. 


It, was first called Old Glory by 


fca'pt. William Driver, commander of 
the brig Charles Daggert, as that ves- 
sel set out for a voyage to the South 
Pacific in 1S31.

Previous to his employment Jn the 


.soft drink parlor, he worked m a can- 
ning factory at Ilortonville, aveiair- 
ing about $160 a month, he alleged. 
In addition to his board and room, he 
valued service at $75 a month, accord- 
ing to the complaint. 


Mrs. Collar alleged that the plant.ff 


agreed to manage the soft drink parlor 
for his board, room and washing, with

TO YOUTH

official 
homecoming: for Col. 


Charles A. Lindbergh at Washington is 
said to have been the greatest tribute ever 
paid a private citizen of the United States. 
It \\as an extraordinary demonstration in 
o < ry respect, not only in the honors be- 
stowed but in the boyish simplicity with 
which they were received. A month ago 
he was totally unknown to the public. To- 
day he is idolized by the entire nation— 
indeed, by several nations. Why? It is 
not solely because of the daring and mo- 
mentous feat he performed. Other fac- 
tors enter into his "perfect'' popularity. 
One of these is his bearing under the 
load of greatness he is suddenly called up- 
on to carry. Another is that the micro- 
scopic examination to which 2. man in his 
position is instantly subjected has re- 
vealed a character and personality that 
'Americans, in spite of their jazz proclivi- 
ties, still retain in the background as an 
ideal and as typical of their country's 
youth.

of self-acclaim, the refusal to become com- 
mercialized, which has marked the con- 
duct of this sincere and genuine exem- 
plar of fine and noble virtues, has en- 
deared him to everyone." 


Col. Lindbergh has brought enduring 


fame to himself and his country, he has 
inaugurated an epoch in aviation, he has 
brought Europe and America into closer 
sympathy and understanding than a half 
century of diplomacy, he is an agent of 
world peace, but the greatest thing he 
has done, in our opinion, is to set up 
afresh, a present-day inspiration to the 
youth of the land—an example by youth 
to youth. Washington and Lincoln are 
powerful ideals, but the maturity and 
fulfillment of their lives are not so easily 
comprehended by the young. Every- 
thing about Lindbergh is, for he :s all 
3'outh. with its fire and enthusiasm and 
imagination.

Today is Flag Day and this year Old 


Glory is just 150 years old. In its shad- 
ow has arisen, in a century and a half, 
the greatest nation on earth. Under its 
beneficent influence the nation has pros- 
pered, grown, progressed and achieved. 
For it and for the principles for which it 
stands, thousands of brave men have 
died and other thousands have faced life 
:>lr .'..-ally bankrupt. 


We Americans think it is the most 


beautiful flag in the world — but it is 
pleasing also to know that from an artistic 
standpoint it is also the most beautiful 
flag in the world. The combination of 
color, the symmetry of design, together 
make it unique among the banners of the 
nations. For itself it is something to 
view with appreciation. 


But as a symbol it is much more. The 


Stars and Stripes has journeyed to the 
far corners of the earth and everywhere 
its mission has meant justice and right, 
security and the advancement of human- 
ity. 


This, legends surrounding the flag are 


precious to us. We like to think of Betsy 
Ross painstakingly stitching on the thir- 
teen white stars for the original colonies 
while Washington looks on with a smile. 
We like to think of it waving triumphant- 
ly that misty morning on the Chesapeake 
when Francis Scott Key wrote "The 
Star Spangled Banner." and thus immor- 
talized the flag in the song that has be- 
come the national anthem. We like to 
think of the flag pressing forward in the 
Argonne and floating grandly above all 
Paris as Colonel Lindbergh makes his 
epochal flight. 


We like to think of our flag as the em- 


blem of democracy, as a standing for the 
common brotherhood and equality of 
mankind. 


MUST PASS CONSERVATION BILL 


Governor Zimmerman has intimated 


that if the assembly fails to pass the sen- 
ate conservation bill he will call the legis- 
lature in extra session for its 
further 


consideration. We hope the governor 
means to do what he implies. It appears 
now that the session will be devoid of 
an}- constructive tax legislation. Taxation 
and conservation were the two important 
subjects demanding legislative attention. 
If one is to be sidestepped the other 
should not. In some respects conserva- 
tion is the more pressing of the two. We 
can continue to stagger along under the 
tax laws s. little longer, but too much 
is 
involved in the 
safeguarding of 


our natural resources, including trees and 
wild life, to permit of inaction and indif- 
ference longer. 


A reorganization of our conservation 


system is an urgent public necessity. It 
is demanded in the interest of the state 
and its people. The bill before the legis- 
lature is the first move yet made toward 
taking conservation out of politics and of 
handling it on its merits. If the assem- 
bly does not pass the reorganization bill 
it will be because it is still serving the 
politics of the Elaine administration. Un- 
less the legislature wishes to have its 
shortcomings pointedly drawn to the at- 
tention of the people by forcing the gov- 
ernor to call it in extra session, it will get 
down to business and pass this measure.

Many cases of "fever" in infants are in reality 


nothing- but excessive warmth or artificial heat. This 
is one reaijOii. though a minor one. why I advise 
mothers never to kcei> a clinical thermometer m the 
home, never to take a child's temperature except 
when this is expressly requested by the physician. 


When an infant is .subjected to excessive wannth 


or heat the poor unfortunate baby's temperature 
rises to fever height, the baby becomes restless, the 
breathing: becomes rapid, and perspiration becomes 
profuse. 


In hot weather babies suffer much more from the 


heat than <!o adults or even older children. It is 
quite the custom among people who think they arc 
fairly intelligent, to keep the baby wrapped with all 
sorts of warm clothing even when the dojr days 
make clothing a trial to the strongest of us. Of 
course this refined cruelty is at its worst amonjr the 
slum and tenement dwellers, whose infants die off 
like flies in hot summer weather. But many a bim- 
bo in a spacious, airy home is treated just as badly. 
AVhcn the dog days ^come and the heat oppresses, 
then the baby should' wear no clothing at all except 
a diaper and maybe a tent of mosquito bar to keep 
off the flics, if you cultivate flies. At nisht. when 
the baby is ready for bed. a light muslin night dress 
is ample cover in hot weather. Xo blankets or other 
bed clothing, unless it turns chilly toward morning. 
As long as the baby's hands and feet do not feel 
cold to your touch you may be sure the baby is 
warm enousrh in any circumstances. 


In July. 1926. during the extreme heat and sultry 


air, Drs. Dodd and Wilkinson observed the effect 
upon five infants in Nashville. The children •uere 
well nourished, gainins: vieight, slept on a porch 
screened from direct sun. The first dai" of the hot 
•weather the air temperature rose to K and every in- 
fant had a body tempertaure of 100 or over. On the 
following: days the air temperature rose to nearly 
or quite 100 sometimes and never dropped below 73 
to 85. and the children all had temperatures of from 
100 to 101.5. for which no other cause could be found 
than the hot weather. The children were irritable 
and restless and cried a srood deal . This went on 
for five days. On the sixth day the children were 
moved to a room where a large tub of ice and salt 
•was placed. One electric fan blew directly on the 
ice, and two others were set on high wall brackets 
so that they blew the air against the ceiling. 
Throughout tho hot spell the air had been very 
quiet. These fans kept it constantly moving. The 
room temDerature \vas just over 90 the first day, 
and did not go above SS qn the following days. As 
soon as the ^children were placed in this cooled 
room their fever came down, they all stopped cry- 
ing- and whining and went off "into a peaceful sleep. 


Hot still air is the cause of most heat strokes in 


adults. An electric fan is a good investment in 
health as well as comfort if one js restless with 
the heat. 


Drs. Dodd and \Vilkinson observed some colored 


infants in the same hot spell. The colored children 
didn't mind the heat at all. but remained playful 
and contented. 


A "white man who tries to walk about in midday 


in a tropical nlace is likely to have a. fever of two 
or three degrees and a pulse of 120 o'r more, within 
a short time, •whereas a dark skinned individual ex- 
periences no such trouble.

Being- sufficiently clever men to be 
able to imitate currency, they also 
have wit enough to know that it is 
best to work in the dark. Persons 
with the criminal instincts necessary 
to the use of spurious money but 
lacking the skill to produce it form a 
brotherhood or a trade all by itself. 
They are, of course, in league with 
the counterfeiters.

the 


counterfeit money for a low price, de- 
pending to some extent on the bar- 
gaining ability of the respective Par- 
ties and also upon the quality of the 
spurious product. The price of a five- 
dollar counterfeit may run anywhere 
from one to three dollars. The pro- 
fessional passer, of course, puts the 
money into circulation at its full face 
value. 


Passer and counterfeiters have each 


other pretty much in each other's 
power as cither is in a position to 
inform on the crime of the other. In 
consequence they ar.e careful of their 
dealings. 


In recent years counterfeiting has 


altered to some extent. "While new 
money constantly is being made there 
has been a tendency to turn more to 
the raisin? of the denominations ol 
genuine notes.

NATIONS NOW COOPERATE 


There has been 
much progress 


made since the war in cooperation be 
twecn the authorities of foreign na 
lions and tho United States and this 


month there is to be an international 
conference at Geneva under the aus- 
pices of tho League of Nations for 
.he purpose of discussing additional 
means of protecting the currencies of 
he several nations. 


Although the United States is not 


a member of the League of Nations 
it will be represented at the confer- 
encguby an official observer in the 
>erson of W. H. Moran, Chief of the 
Secret Service. Because 
of the 
im- 


portant position of the United States 
in world affairs, especially those of a 
monetary nature, it is a foregone con- 
clusion that Chief Moran will take a 
ieading part in the discussions. It is 
likely that some international agree- 
ment will arise from the conference 
which will cement cooperation of po- 
lice agencies and make the patli oi 
the counterfeiter a straighter and 
narrower one and, perhaps, ultimate- 
iy close it up entirely. 


Much attention has been given re- 


cently to trade-marks bearing a re-

The currency 
painted in the picture could not con 
ceivably have been used, even though 
cut from the canvas, but the repre 
sentation transgressed the" letter o 
the law and so was confiscated. 


Counterfeiting, of course, has ex 


tended to Liberty Bonds, to Trcasurj 
checks in payment for services o 
goods, and to other evidences of in 
dcbtcdness by the Government. 


In. all its work the Secret Service 


finds that the man who becks to ge 
something for nothing by counterfeit 
ing sooner or later is taken and sen 
to prison. — usually sooner. And fur 
thcr, that if the same men woul 
devote the same amount -of energj 
and skill to legitimate endeavor thcl 
returns would be as great or greatc 
and the shadow of prison walls woul 
not be forever over them.

The motor that speeded Captain 


Lindbergh and his airplane across the 
American continent and the Atlantic 
In three slant hops Is the latest de- 
velopment In aviation. 


Simple ns It is. it has caused *, 


revolution In airplane design. Its re- 
markable success In making a trip of 
more than 6.300 miles, at .1 pace of 
100 miles an hour and without :i hitch, 
is bound to mako a profound Impres- 
sion on future aviation. 


The cnclne la what Is called an nir- 


cooled, radial motor. The one Lind- 
bergh used was a IVrlglit Whirlwind, 
made by tho Wright 
Aeronautical 


Corporation, a pioneer In this type of 
engine design. 


Two essential facts make this motor 


different from others. First, it is air 
cooled. Second, and more significant, 
its nine cylinders are ranscd in a cir- 
cle around a crankshaft with only one 
throw. 


MORE EFFICIENT TYPE 


This arrangement makes the motor 


more compact.' lighter, and more ef- 
ficient than the V-type engines for- 
merly used in airplanes and similar 
to those now run in automobiles. 


Tho whole engine weighs only 30S 


pounds, yet it can develop 250 horse- 
power, a remarkable achievement for 
such a small motor. 


The crankshaft of this motor, un- 


like those of the V-type. or "inline" 
engines 
we know, 
has only 
one 


"throw." or chankpin. just like one 
of a .single cylindercd motor. 
It is 


therefore short and reaches directly 
out 
to the 
double-bladcd 
propeller 


which Is whirled about by the engine. 


Tho filncle throw carries what is 


called a "mother bearing." which IH 
mad" so that It can whirl about the 
cianKMiaft. onco to each scries of 
power .stroke's of the entire engine. 
Attached to tho "mother bearing" are 
tho piston rods, which lead to the pis- 
tons in tho nine cylinders. Each rod 
Is placed on a bearing of Its own 
within the "mother bearing." 


CYLINDERS HIT IN OICDER 


As a power stroke occurs In a cyl- 


inder, the piston pushes the "mother 
bearing" away from it. 
Tho next 


cylinder takes up this 
power and 


gives the "mother bearing" another 
push. And so the power explosions go 
on In order around the circle of cyl- 
inders, with tho "mother 
bearing" 


pushed around as _ fast as the cylin- 
ders explode. 


The whirling motion of the "mother 


hearing"' on the crankpin turns tho 
crankshaft and thus whirls the pro- 
peller at the front of the plane. 


Each cylinder is exposed, with thin 


fins lining it so as to radiate its heat 
as p:ist as possible. 
That makes it 


unnecessary to cool the engine with 
water. 
Lack of water for cooling 


i educes the weight needed in the now- 
er plant of an airplane, including not 
only that of the water itself, but the 
radiator, water Jackets and connec- 
tions. 


In addition, the parts of the en- 


gine aic concentrated about a center 
in so simple and compact an arrange- 
ment as further to reduce \\eight 
and aid in the lifting and carrying 
power of tho engine.

Texas Farmers Battle Pests 


Causing Heavy Losses to 
Herds of Cattle 


Mfiianl. Tex. — While fly trapping 


does not seem an inviting undcrtak- 
ng, citizens of Menard-co have adopt- 
ed this method 
of checking screw 


worms, 
which 
cause great loys of 


dairy and beef cattle. 


During the fir.st eight months of last 


year nearly 1.000 gallons ot dead Hies 
Isad been emptied from the 21S traps 
erected. Tho highest average record 
of flics emptied from the traps on any 
one of tho cattle 
ranches was 12 


gallons. 


To test tho benefit derived from fly 


trapping, a fairly good record of the 
number of screw worm cases develop- 
ed on 10 ranches of the 
fly-trapping 


organization 
running 29.300 head of 


cattle, sheep and goats was kept from 
early spring to the middle of Septem- 
ber. Only 253 cases were reported, 
whilo on two ranches 
far removed 


from the trapping district, 
running 


approximately one-tenth as many head 
of livestock, 314 cases were reported. 


BIG LOSSES RECORDED 


The last fiscal year was the worst 


in the history of Texas 
for screw 


worm trouble. 
Fly trapping as 
a 


means of reducing the evil was not 
well established among the cattlemen, 
but the small "amount of experience in 
years past was encouraging and seem- 
ed to warrant a trial. 


A study of the fly-trapping work 


that had been done by the U. S. bu- 
reau of entomology revealed that 
a 


pood trap had been developed and that 
much information 
was available re- 


garding various products suitable for 
bait. 


This fly-trapping project was to be 


a real demonstration of a method ot 
getting tho traps properly cared for. 
Tho method recommended by the bu- 
reau ot entomology required suitable 
organization. 


The undertaking was an experiment 


In so far as it was not known to what 
extent trapping flics systematically 
would reduce 
the number of screw 


worm cases, nor was the cost or num- 
ber of traps determined. 


A ONE- .MAN .JOB 


The labor and bait present problems

abandoning the fly traps.

a small group of ranchmen organized 
for the joint employment of a man to 
care for their traps. 
Each member 


got his own traps and set them up. 


The experience of the fly-trapping;

fectual means of controlling tho screw 
worm: that an organized effort 
can 


help in getting the traps cared for; 
that oniQ man can care for more than 
200 traps, and that the cost ot labor 
and bait need not be prohibitive.

lars In si suit for loss of the member, 
but hfi1 husband collected and 
spent 


the money. 


Another woman worked/for her liv- 


ing. Her spouse, who was a wastrel, 
appropriated her week's pay and ap- 
plied it to his own debt. The court 
unhcld him. reiterating the law lhat in 
Texas a wife's earnings are under her 
husband's exclusive control. 


HUSBAND IS BENEFACTOR 


Such Is the legal status of some 


wives in Texas as the state's first wo 
man governor prepares to leave office. 
Many maintain that the election and 
the defeat of the woman governor had 
nothing to do with the emancipation 
of women. The presence of a woman 
governor, however, has accentuated 
the legal status of women. 


There are evidence of revolt. Mrs. 


Sarah Menezes, assistant "United States 
district attorney liere, has prepared a 
digest of some legal points affecting 
women for the Texas league of "VVo 
men Voters, which may prorose re 
medical legislation. Mrs. Mcnczcs dc 
clares that the chief need is a definite 
law clarifying statutory confusion. 


In Texas, rents and revenues from a 


wife's separate 
property, and 
her 


wages, do not belong to lier but are a 
part of the community property which 
is under the husband's exclusive con 
trol. 
II?: CONTROL'S WIFE'S PROFIT! 


She cannot wncumbcr or convey 


her separate real estate without her 
husband's signature. She cannot be 
the joint maker of a note 
nor the 


surety on a bond without the joinder 
of her husband. If she is in business 
her profits in his control. 


If an unmarried woman is a partner 


in business, her marriage dissolves the 
partneiship. because a married wo- 
man's disabilities are such lhat she 
cannot continue in the relation of a 
partner, even with her husband. 


AVhen Mrs. Miriam A. Ferguson be 


came governor she had a court de 
clarc her a "feme- sole" (unmarried 
woman), for trading purposes, under 
a 1011 statute, but lawyers state this 
law has little practical effect on a mar 
ried woman's status, since she i: 
bound by constitutional limitations. 


Among lesal causes for divorce, one 


act of adultery on a wife's part is 
sufficient, but a husband must have 
abandoned his wife and lived with an- 
other woman. 


Legislatures have struggled for half 


a century to lift some of these limita 
tions. but the Supreme court was held 
that the legislature can neither dimin- 
ish nor enlarge the constitutional de- 
finition.
